A FALSE CONSISTENCY KEEPS MANY 
NEWSPAPERS IN THE DAMP COLUMN. 
In moat instances the press of the country has 
submitted g#aeefully to the success of the prohibi­ 
tion cause, and generally speaking newspapers that 
used to be wet have decided the judgment of the 
vast majority of the people was correct and have 
gone with the majority. Many writers who form­ 
erly advocated a retention of the liquor business 
have either said nothing against prohibition, or 
have openly advocated spying the dry laws honest 
and loyal support 
An interesting comment on 
“why” those journals still opposing prohibition is 
the following one from the Western Christian Ad- 
ybcate: 
.. Nelew* York City journalists were caught nap­ 
ping, while the rest of the United States was mak­ 
ing this moral reform. They believed that nation­ 
al prohibition was simply impossible, for was not 
New York against it? 
Papers published within 
hearing distance of the Methodist Book Concern 
also thought that because Cincinnati was wet; the 
state never could go dry* these editors have nev­ 
er been abld to come to the mourners’ bench and 
confess their politically bad judgment, not to men­ 
tion other kinds. 
They are poor losers. 
So the 
wet newspapers continue. - 
“A few of these moist sheets are made damp 
by the breath of either the owners or the editors 
who come from their homes where liquor is still 
served and relished at their tables. Their own per­ 
sonal appetities dominate their thinking powers.

charges.”
